struggle for acknowledgment by the 
State that it was its duty to educate 
the child," Judge Lindsey added. "No 
one today seriously questions this 
responsibility. Since that acknowl- 
edgment, the State is becoming more 
and more the over-parent of the 
child. 
"The next phase of this struggle 


concerns the responsibility of the 
State for the health and morals of 
the child. 
Since health and morals 


'•are so nearly related, they may be 
.considered almost as one. 


MARRIAGE LAWS. 


"The 'Parenthood of the State' in- 


: eludes its duty to see that the child 
i. is well born. By strictest kind of mar- 
*" riage laws, the State must forbid, as 


far as possible, the bringing of chil- 
dren into the world unless they come 
from healthy parents. 
The 
child 


must no longer be the victim of con- 
ditions over which it has no control, 
b.ut lor which society and the State 
itself is to blame. When the State 
is' imperiled, it calls the child of 
eighteen to defend it with its life. 
When the child is imperilled, it has 
a. right to call on its over-parent, the 
State, to protect it with its wealth. 
:: "The time will come when it will 
•be regarded as a crime against child- 
hood if the State permits that child 
.to suffer 
from under-nourishment 


due either to poverty or ignorance. 
Since it is the accepted duty of the 
State to educate thfe child, it is far 
more its duty to feed the child.

-wasted because of this neglected 
condition which makes them incapa- 
tle of receiving its full advantages. 
Undernourished children are more 
dangerous to the State than under- 
educated children. 


"It is not the purpose of the 'Pa- 


renthood of the State' to usurp the 
function of the home, or to permit 
tHe natural parent to shirk, but 


. ralher'Lo see that the home performs 
its function where it is careless, and 
to see that no child suffers because 
of poverty where the home is help- 
less. 
The State must preserve the

been stolen from tho ware-house of 
the Textile Alliance in Hoboken. tho 
natural supposition was that these 
had been taken as a partial revenge 
for goods seized by 'the American 
government during the war, and that 
the directing geniuses o£ the robbery 
were o~f Teutonic origin. But, try as 
they might, the agents of the bureau 
' were unable to locate any German 
sympathizers who could havo been 
connected with the theft— 'a particu- 
larly daring operation in which a, 
motor truck had been backed up to 
the warehouse and five men had 
bound and gagged the watchmen be- 
fore beginning their systematic loot- 
ing of the store house. 
"I guess we're on the wrong track 


after all." admitted Chief Stone of 
the New Jersey branch of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation. "It's possible 
that they were German sympathizers 
trying to get revenge for a portion of 
their fancied wrongs, but tho odds 
are that they were just a gang o£ 
thugs who knew that the dyes were 
there and that they could be easily 
disposed of at a price more than 
equal to their weight in gold. 
KEEPING A CLOSE WATCH. 
"There's nothing to do about it but 
to keep our eyes open, day and night. 
We've warned all the places where 
they would naturally take the dyes 
for sale, but there's no assurance 
that they won't get away with it just 
the same — for they tell me that good 
dyes are about as common as feath- 
ered fish these days and anyone's 
likely to take a chance on 'em." 
During the days that followed, the 
men attached to Chief Stone's bureau 
put in the major portion of their 
time hanging around the docks and 
watching the vicinity of the ware- 
houses where other dyes were stored, 
• in the hope that the gang would 
teaks another attempt to secure 
more of the same kind of loot. More 
than a fortnight passed, however. 
without the discovery of even the j 
most

clue. 
Meanwhile,

Baron Shidebara, the Japanese ambassador at 


•Washington, formally utters the assurance (hat 
the proposed renewal of the Anglo-.Tapnnc.se mili- 
tary alliance is not even remotely designed as an 
instrument of hostility, or even defense, against 
1he United States. 
He holds that anv rontrarv 
i

opinion should be quickly disarmed by the clause 
'inserted in the agreement at the lime of its re- 
newal in 1911, providing: 


"Should either high contracting party con- 


clude a treary of general arbitration with a third 
power, it is agreed that nothing in ihis agreement 
shall entail upon such contracting party an ob- 
ligation to go to war with the power with whom 
such treaty of arbitration is in force.1' 


The Japanese ambassador contends that, inas- 


much as the United States and Great 
have signed an arbitration treaty, this clause re- 
moves all cause of apprehension on the part of 
the United States over the proposed renewal of 
the Anglo-Japanese military pact. But, as has 
"previously been pointed out in these columns, 


t while that clause would seem to offer some as- 


surance that Great Britain would not be obli- 
gated to go 1o the aid of Japan in case of a con- 
flict between Japan and the United States, it does

" United States and Great Britain may be found 
"SHf-war. , ^uch assurance as exists is only in half 


measure. 
And over and above all else is the ob- 


jectitSn to military alliances in general, especial- 
ly between a great European naval power and the 
4jmilitaTis,tic,. expansionist nation on the other side 
2of>«the Pacific.

the United States: arid any plan designed to re- 
move the possibility of an armed conflict between 
the -United States and Great Rritain was of 
course, agreeable to Japan." 
This lust phase is 


in reference to the Anglo-American arbitration 
treaty under discussion at the time of the revisal 
of the Anglo- Japanese alliance in 3011. 


But the Japanese ambassador shows no dispo- 


sition. here to take into consideration the views 
of the -United States as to what its own interests' 
'/m the. Far East may be and what acts by Groat. 
'Britain and Japan by this American viewpoint 
may be considered a caucus foedcris prejudicial 
to the interests of this country. 
The contract- 


ing parties to the alliance already have appeared 
in several roles of joint action wholly unsatisfac- 
tory and highly prejudicial to the United States. 


Perhaps the most conspicuous of these acts 


was in February, 1017, when Great Britain and 
Japan concluded a secret agreement, although

He is the voice 
of the Japanese government trying to throw ofT 
suspicion and allay appiehension in this country. 
Bur his words ai-t' not reassuring. 
On the con- 


trary his omission of essential -factors show that. 
Tokwi luis nor abandoned its tactics of deception 
and con fusion. 
Were it truthful and forthright 


it would confess tliar the United States is (ho only 
power against which the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
is aimed, all othev threats to the interests of 
Japan arid Great Britain having been removed. 


OF WHAT USE? • 


When we fail to profit by experience, when we 


neglect to store for future guidance the lessons 
of disaster, we fail to justify intelligence, 
the 


supreme and exclusive gift to man. 
At that in- 


cornparable hour, that fiery climax in 1he life of 
the earth, when man was selected from all the 
other creatures to receive this golden reward, 
progress became the motive power and the goal 
of the human race. 
When we do not wish to 


progress, when we are content to stand still or to 
go backward, we no longer deserve intelligence.
